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ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 


JUNE, 
——---»)----— 


A RARE PHENOMENON, 


‘FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT) 

Tae Pianets :—Mercory will be a morning 
star during the entire month, but wil] hardly 
be visible to the naked eye. Venus, still a 
morning star also, rises about an hour before 
the Sun, and will be in conjunction with 
Mercury on the 21st. She may then serve as 
& guide to find the more difficult planet, 
though, rising no more than an-hour before 
the Sun, it is doubtful if Mercury could be 
picked up by the keenest eve without at least 
the assistance of a pair of field-clasees. Mars 
still lingers in the evening sky, near the stars 
of Auriga and Taurus, themselves faint in the 
suminer twilight. He is inconspicuous and 
difficult to find, and not much of an object of 
interest when found. He wil] soon pass out 
of sight beyond the Sun to reappear shortly 
as an object of the early morning sky. 

Jupiter rises in daylight, about 5.0 p.m., on 
the Ist, 3.0 p.m. on the 30th. In consequence 
of the inchnation of the plane of his system to 
the line of sight at present, his fourth satellite 
passes clear of his disc, above and below, while 
the third just graves him, travelling along his 
N. or 8. limb withont entirely disappearing. 
On the night of May 7th occurred the rare 
phenomenon of the oecultation by Jupiter of 
a fairly bright star. A seventh magnitude star 
passed almost centrally behirid the planet just 
after midnight of May 7th-8th. At 10.45 p.m. 
the star was among the gfoup formed by the 
first, second and fourth satellites, and was not 
very easily to bé distingnished from them, 
being only a little lees bright than the second. 

The oal approach of the planet was 
wa’ at Armagh with the new Gin. tele- 
scope recently constructed by the Director. 
At two minutes after midnight the star ap- 
peared to touch the planet’s edge, just a little 
south of the middle of the bright: equatorial 
belt. For a moment nothing happe Then 
the shor seamen be as it thig ap war 
into the bright edge; disappea as a 
ink does whee touched very pb Me Rag hr 
the edge of a sheet of blotting-paper. All 
trace it was not fost ti] 125 am. The 
somewhat gradual disappearance is in strong 
contrast with the sudden extinction of a star 
at - gás cuil] It is, of ears so te 
the fact t peoasene an atmosphere 
while the Ár 3 withont one. Armagh was 
fortunate in getting a good observation of a 
very rare occurrence, The night was beauti- 
tally fine and the air pees, Seedy. 

Saturn is in the south-western esky after 
sunset and sets soon after midnight at the end 
of the month. His ring system and satellites 
form a most beantiful and impressive sight in 
a good telescope. Being near his quadrature 
with the Sun, the shadow of the planet on the 
rings and that of the yg ty planet are 
most easily seen, while | “ crape ” 
the faint purple veil which lies within the 
inner ring and is the most elusive and in- 


triguing part of a wonderful system—may be 


seen with any telescope much over four inches 
in aperture.

Tae Sox: Tue Loncest Day:—The Sun 
enters the sign of Cancer, and at the same time 
reaches his farthest north, at 11.5 a.m. on 
June 22nd. The date and hour vary a little 
from one year to the next, because the length 
of the year is not an integral number of days 
and hours, but differs by minutes only from 
365 days 6 hours. These odd six hours add 
up to a day in four years, and the odd minutes 
add up to a day in 400 years. Every four 
years Leap Year puts the count right by 
adding a day, and every 400 years the ac- 
cumulated error of the odd minutes is cor- 
rected by making the 400th year a Leap Year, 
whereas the previous three centuries were 
counted as ordina 

Tae Stars :—Mid-summer is not a favour- 
able time for studying the s heavens. 
Perpetual twilight veils the full a ory of the 
stars; and planets, if any are visible, are in 
the lower altitndes south of the Equator, where 
the telescope is handicapped by unsteady air 
and terrestrial vapours. Nevertheless, the 
summer skies contain some of the most beanti- 
ful and interesting objects—grandly-coloured 
double. stars like Antares and Beta Scorpii 
and Epsilon Bodtis, clusters like 13 Messier 
in .Hercnles, and the wonderful star-clouds of 
the Milky Way in Sagittarius. It is, there- 
fore, worth the while of the student of the 
heavens, and even of the mere casual star- 
zazer, to spare an hour or two from bed in 
he soft summer nights in order to seize the 
brief interval of comparative darkness to make 
the acquaintance of some of these beauties. 

At midnight on June Ist, 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and 10 p.m. on the 30th the star-groups 
in sight are placed as follows:—On the 
Meridian, south of the Zenith, are Draco (over- 
head), Hercules, Ophiuchus, Serpens, and 
Scorpio, Bobdtes and Corona Borealis occupy 
the most conspicuoug www of the w 
quest of the sky. Below them, along the 
S.W. horizon, are Libra and Virgo. The dee 
red star Antares is low down just south o 
west, and Spica, in the W.S.W., is not much 
higher. Bast of the Meridian, Aquila, Cygnus, 
and Lyra attract the eye at once by the bril- 
liancy of their leading stars, Vega, Deneb, 
and Altair. Sagittarius is low in the SE 
and Aquarius is rising. The Great Bear on 
one side and Cepheus and Cassiopeia on the 
other flank the Pole. Along the northern 
horizon are seen Capella and some other bright 
stars of Auriga, Perseus, and Andromeda.

Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) 
igsued yesterday. It is a measure “ to amend 
and contitiue certain existing restrictions with 
respect to the increase of rent and recovery of 
possession of premises, in. certain cases, A 
the increase of the rate of interest on, and the 
cajling in of, securities on sach premises, an 
for purposes in connection therewith. 

The dxpression, “ standard rent, means the 
rent which, in the year ended órd August, 
i914, the immediate landlord of any occupy- 
ing tenant of the dwellinghouse might reason- 
ably have expected, under any given contract 
of tenancy, not being for more than a term 
of five vears. @If the dwellinghouse was on the 
3rd August, 1914, let to an occupying tenant 
for not more than five years, then the rent 
at which the house was so let, or the rent at 
which it was let within a period of three 
vears before that date shall, subject to certain 
Where the 
landlord, at the time by reference to which the 
standard rent is calculated, paid the rates 
chargeable on the occupier, the amount of 
such rates shall, for the purpose of such cal- 
culation, be deducted from any rent by refer- 
ence to which such calculation is made. 

Sub-Section 3 of Section 2 provides that for 
the purpose of determining the standard rent, 
the rent at which the house let at a progres- 
sive rent payable under any contract of 
tenancy, means the maximum rent payable 
under such contract of tenancy. A landlord, 
on being ,requested in writing by the tenant, 
shall supply him with a statement in 
writing affording any information in the land- 
lord’s possession or procurement requisite to 
enable the tenant to determine the standard 
rent, or having the same determined by the 
Court. If the fandlord, without reasonable ex- 
cuse, fails to supply such information he shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding £10. 


£60 IN DUBLIN. 


Section 3 makes the Act apply to a house, 
or part of a house let as a separate dwelling, 
where either the annual amount of the stan- 
dard rent or the rateable value does not ex- 
ceed (a) in the county borough of Dublin and 
the urban districts in the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police area £60; and (6) elsewhere & 
Where a dwellinghouse is, or was, let at the 
date in relation to which the standard rent 
is. to be fixed at a rent which includes pay- 
ments in respect of board, attendance, or use 
of furniture, the Court may make such ap- 
portionment as seems just. 

The Act shall not apply to a dwelling- 
house erected after April 2nd, 1919. ' 

No order or judgment for the recovery of 
possession of any dwellinghouse, or for the 
ejectment of a tenant therefrom, shall be 
given unless the rent has’ not been paid, or 
the tenapt or any person residing with him 
has been guilty of conduct which is a nuis- 
ance. to adjoining occupiers, or unless the 
house is reasonably required by the landlord 
for occupation as a residence for himself, or 
for any person bona fide residing, or to reside 
with him, or for some person in his whole- 
time employment, and, in the a oí the 
Court, greater hardship would be caused by 
refusing the order for possession than by 
granting it. 


INCREASES. 


Where the landlord. has since August 4th, 


1914, incurred expenditure on: improvement, | 


an amount calculated at a rate per annum not 
exceeding 6 per cent., or in the case of such 
expenditure incurred after the 2nd July, 
1920, 8 per cent. of the amount so expended, 
may he added to the standard rent. A tenant 
may apply to the Court for an order disallow- 
ing or reducing such increase, on the ground 
that such expenditure is, or was, unnecessary, 
and the Court may make an order accord- 
ingly. 

Clause 9 deals with restrictions on the 
calling in of mortgages. The amount. by 
which the increased rate of interest payable in 
respect of a mortgage to. which this Act 
applies, may exceed the standard rate, shall 
be an amount not exceeding one per cent. per 
annum, provided that the rate shall not be in- 
creased so as to exceed 64 per cent. per 
annum. 

A person shall not, as a condition of the 
grant, renewal or continuance of the tenancy, 
require the payment of any fine, premiam, or 
other like sum, or the giving of any pecuniary 
consideration, in addition to the rent, and 
where such payment has been made under an 
agreement made after the 25th March, 1920. 
the amount thereof shall be recoverable by the 
person by whom it was made. 

Section 16 provides that the Act shall apply 
to any premises used for business or profes- 
sional purposes, but with the additien of 
25 per cent. of the standard rent, 

The Act will come into force on the 24th 
June, 1923, and shall continue in force until 
the 24th June, 1926.

Strangers had been seen near the obelisk 
at midnight on Wednesday, nd it ia sup- 
posed that the interval between that hour 
and “three, o'clock a.m. was spent in boring 
the foundations of the monument in order 
that the land mines might be used with good 
effect. The wreckers are supposed to have 
detonated the mines by means of time fuses. 
_ It was almost three o'clock when Old- 
bridge and the surrounding neighbourhood 
were shaken by three violent explosions. The 
people in a cottage near the obelisk were 
terrified. When daylight came they found 
the monument in ruins. 

The work of destruction was complete. 
Only the rock foundations of the obelisk were 
left. The huge column appeared to have 
been torn bodily from its base, and thrown 
upon the roadway leading to the bridge which 
spans the Boyne. The column had been shat- 
tered iri the fall, and the road was blocked by 
fragments of its ruined masonry, which lay 
piled in a confused heap about six feet high. 
The road was torn and gashed by the weight 
of the falling monument. Huge portions of 
the stone were fling in all directions, some 
being found 200 yards away. One fragment 


about half a ton in weight was hurled into the. 


river- bed. The inscription plate, set on white 
granite at the base, was shattered. It bore 
the words :— : 

“Sacred fo the glorious memory of King 
Williams the Third, who, on the Ist July, 
1690, crossed the Boyne near this place to at- 
tack James the Second at the head of a 


Popish army, advantageously posted on the 


south side of it, and did on that day, by a 
successful battle, secure to us and our hos- 
terity, our liberty, Jaws, and religion. . In 
consequence of this action James tne Second 
left this kingdom and tled to France.

THE OBFELISK’S ASSOCIATIONS. 

The Boyne Gbelisk gave quite a picturesque 
icuch to the landscape, and from tine to time 
it was the object of excursions and. of pil- 
crvunages, students of history, no less than the 
warm admirers of the Prince of Orange, jour- 


neving thither and enjoying the fine scenery of 


the Boyne Valley. 

Sir William Wilde tells us that “in years 
gone by the Corporation of Drogheda paid an 
anniversary visit to the obelisk erected 
to commemorate the First of July, when they 
used to drink ‘the glorious, pious, and im- 
mortal memory’ in the waters of the Boyne, 
and sing: 

‘July the First in Oldbridge town, 

There was a grievous battle, 
Where many a man lay on the ground, 
And the cannons they did rattle.’ ” 

In a footnote he tells us that “ most of the 
little children in the cabins situate in the 
vivinity of the obelisk can repeat this inscrip- 
tion, and that the death of Schomberg took 
place immediately opposite the monument, on 
the other side of the river.” The outrage, 
the fore, would appear to be an outrage upon 
history itself. | 

The obelisk has been described as a “ great 
boulder of limestone.’’ It had a base 20 feet 
square, resting on a mound of solid rock, and a 
shaft which out-topped the tallest trees on 
the height of King William s Glen. 

Beside the Obelisk the Boyne is crossed bv 
a pretty bridge which reaches the south side 
of the river at the gate of Colonel Coddington’s 
demesne. This bridge is uninjured, but it will 
be some time before it can be used again, as 
the road on the north stde of it has been

The first consignment of Canadian store 
cattle to arrive at Birkenhead was landed to- 
day, when the steamship Welshman, of the 
White Star-Dominion Line, came alongside 
the cattle wharf, having on board 528 stores 
and 319 fat cattle. 

he store beasts were all in very good con- 
dition, and might easily have been classed as 
prime beef. They have come from Winnipeg, 
and not one case of sickness or accident 
occurred on their 4,200 miles’ journey, 1,500 
of which was by rail in Canada. 

Mr. Hill Foster, the managing director of 
the Canadian Cattle Corporation, Ltd., who 
travelled on the Welshman, stated in an inter- 
view that he had been to Canada to get the 
first consignment of cattle ‘for his company, 
and of the whole number on board 490 be- 
longed to them. 

hose people who criticised the importation 
of cattle from Canada from a humane point 
of view could be answered that, so far as 
travelling was concerned, all pains were taken 
for tMeir comfort. i 

From Birkenhead the cattle are to to 
farms belonging to the company in Suffolk, 
where they will be fattened during the next 
six weeks or two months. Future consign- 
ments will be sold direct to farmers after 
they have rested for a week or two on the 
farms. 

The Canadian Cattle Corporation is a new 
concern for the purpose of importing Canadian 
store cattle, and has representatives in 
Canada, who will systematise the purchase and 
despatch of cattle. 

The company intended to offer to farmers in 
East Anglia the opportunity of buying store 
cattle on deferred payments. 

In the autumn he (Mr. Foster) hopes to be 
able to obtain from Canada a hundred cattle 
for every ten he was offered on his recent 
visit, and at a more reasonable price. 

He was fully convinced that the overhead 
charges connected with the business would not 
allow Canadian store cattle to be sold at a 
lower price than had been paid for Irish.

TURKISH IMPUDENCE. 


GALATA BRIDGE TOLLS 
SEIZED. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 31. 

The Turkish authorities have committed 
another flagrant breach of the Treaty by 
seizing the tolls of the Galata Bridge on the 
ground that they are more than sufficient to 
cover the annuities payable under the loan of 
1909 if these are paid in francs. Although, 
apparently the Turks only claim the surplus, 
they are taking the whole of the tolls, which 
recently have increased fourfold, and vield on 
an average 1,000 liras daily. Up to now 
these tolls have been paid regularly into 
the coffers of the Turkish National 
Bank, even during the war, but the 
payments of the annuities has only heen 
resumed since 1921, when a special committee 


_of bondholders was formed in London. 


Even should there be a surplus, which is a‘ 
present the case, although only by a narrow 
margin, the municipality has no right to it, 
because the French Perrier Loan of 1913 
constitutes a second charge cn the Galata 
Bridge tolls. 

This high-handed and arbitrary action on 
the part of the Turkish authorities is calcu- 
lated to deal a severe biow to Turkish credit 
both in the British and French markets.

Finally, in November, 4917 he revoked the 
trust and cancelled Richard's er to deal 
with bis property. The son, Richard, said: 
“ Whether you revoke it or not, I will never 
let the money into your hands.” They 
harassed the man in his old age—harassed 
him almost into his grave—and one of the 
things that they annoyed him with was that 
he had no right to revoke this trast. He re- 
voked the trust and he revoked his will. He 
went to his lawyer at Palm Beach and exe- 
cutfed a will under which he gave each of his 
children only $1,000—about . He gave his 
solicitor $5.000, and left the balance—Glen- 
cairn and the residue of his property—to his 
wife, who had ‘stuck to him through his 
troubles, as a wife should do. In leaving them 
$1,000 each he was acting as would an ordi- 
nary man in cutting them off with a shilling, 
and finally he left them ont of the will 
altogether. The wil] of November, 1917 
definitely ear-marked the epoch when Richard 
Croker definitely turned his estate from his 
children.

The testator remained at Palm Beach until 
June, 1919, and for eighteen months longer, 
and during that time he bonght considerable 
property at Palm Beach in Mrs. Croker’s 
name. He purchased thet property at Palm 
Beach in such a way that his children could 
make no claim upon it. Mr. Croker wanted 
to deal with his Irish property in the same 
way, and he wrote to Mr. Miles. solicitor, in 
May, 1919, and Mr. Miley prepared a deed 
assigning Glencairn to Mrs. Croker in a similar 
manner to his other property. In 1917 
and 1918 he  seeme to think that 
his three children had by _ their 
conducted forfeited all claim upon him. 
In 1919 Mr. Croker left Palm Beach for 
New York, on his way to Ireland. When 
he arrived in New York on Jane 3rd he 
was met by his son Richard, and there was 
a violent altercation between them. That 
night at 11 o'clock three writs from the 
American Courts were served on the deceased 
man at the Savoy Hotel, New York. When 
the writs were served in the public lounge of 
the Savoy Hotel Mr. Croker became nearly 
demented, he threw the writs from him, and 
scarcely siept~that night. He left New 
York next morning, and when he reached 
Ireland he saw in the newspapers that his 
own son had marked judgment against him 
on the three writs. Ultimately his lawyers 
applied for leave to defend, and the” judg- 
ments were set aside until a new trial would 
come on. 

Serjeant Hanna then outlined the will that 
was drawn up in 1919 by Mr. McDonnell, 
solicitor, and the transference of al! the pro- 
perty. The will was executed in Glencairn, 
and the jury would have evidence before 
them that Mr. Croker was as clear in his mind 
and as sound in memory and able to transact 
business as any person in court. On 13th 
March, 1920, Richard, junior, began proceed- 
ings against him to set aside all his dealing 
with his property in Palm Beach and Jreland 


in which Mrs. Croker was mentioned, alleging | 


that he was incapable of managing his affairs, 
and that al] the deeds executed were due to 
the nndue influence and frand of Mrs. Croker. 
At the end of the case the judge came to the 
concinsion that he was perfectly sane and 
capable. He was then possibly seventy 
yeors of age, and he met the sug- 
gestion indignantly. On the 12th July, 
the action was dismissed. After that the old 
man came back to spend the rest of his life 
in the sunshine of the Dublin Mountains. 
But he had to go over again in 1921, coming 
. back on the 10th November of the same year. 


MRS. WHITE’S CHARGE. 

The plaintiff had been afraid to pat a 
charge of fraud against Mrs. Croker on tho 
file, and Mrs. White was brought in for that 
nrpose. Bunt they were al! in the one boat 
They said of Mrs. Croker that she had been 
a strect-walker, and that she he | been living 
in cheumstances of impropriety, althongh 
they said they could not prove any defin‘te 
mairiage. If it was true that she was twice 
married, as they alleged, she shou! be in the 
deck for bigamy. Mrs. Croker was born in 
1884. Her father was Mr. M. 8S. Edmond- 
son, the son of A. B. Edmondson, of North 
Carolina, who was Mrs. Croker’s’ grand- 
father. He lived in Georgia, where he 
married Miss Laura Denman, the daughter 
of a well-known family. After his marriage 
he took land in Texas and lived there, where 
he had four children, of whom Mrs. Croker 
‘wae one. After his wife died he went into 
Indian territory, where he married a lady of 
Indian extraction. This family of Edmond 
gon were a well-known family of English 
settlers, going back to the 16th century, and 
the family estate, known as tho Retreat, 
was granted to them by the Governor- 
General, Lord Baltimore. Mr Croker’s 
mother was Florence Williams, daughter of 
John Lynch Williams, who was o 
descent, and lJLonisa S8Stoper, a 
of the same extraction. The two farms 
edjoined, and the youngsters knew each other. 
Mrs. Croker was proud of her Indian blood, 
which was on her mother’s side. 
lived in Indian territory, and had Indian 
treditions. She had come to be identified 
in t' newspaper mind and in the public 
mind as an Indian princess. She had never 
clain ed be an Indian princess. She was

matter two years ago in Florida; and the 
other side had ample time to find ont 
whether it was true or not.

Serjeant Sullivan—Did he ever discuss his 
testamentary affairs with yon?: No. He was 
suffering from jaundice, gall stones, and 
valvular disease of the heart. The witness 

nced notes he took of Mr. Croker’s con- 
versation with him. He.told me, witness 
added, "that Mr. de Valera was a bad 
loser.”” he Mrs. Croker was 
usually present when the witness attended. 
devoted to him, and he would 
not allow any one else near him. 

Dr. Edward Lennon said that he had known 
Mr. Croker from the timé that he arrived 
here—about 1905. He had known him in: 
timately—more than professionally, and that 
extended up to the time’ of his death. He was 
a man of great determination and ability, and 
was absolutely capable. 

MAKING THE WILL. 

Mr. John J. McDonald, solicitor, said that 
he prepared the will. As a matter of fact, it 
was he who had suggested the making of the 
will to Mr. Croker. “He had gone to him 
about other business, and he told him that he 
had transferred all his American and Irish 

ropetty to Mrs. Croker, and that he would 
8 glad to be sure that he had not left out 
any of the Irish property. Mr. Croker was 
extremely clear and definite in his views. 

To Serjeant Sullivan—Three holdings had 
been omitted from the deed, and Mr. Croker 
asked him to transfer them to Mrs. Croker, 
which he did. At the end of October he 
thought Mr. Groker had left himself nothing. 

Serjeant Sullivan—Did you prepare any 
other testamentary document for Mr., Croker? 
Yes. In November I prepared from his in- 
etructions what Mr. Croker explained was a 
“trip”? will, which Americans, when about 
crossing over, were in the habit of making. 
He explained that in the event of both him- 


self and Mra. Croker “ going down,' the ques-’ 


tion of which died first might, arise. If Mrs. 
Croker died five minutes ‘before him, for in- 
stance, his property would go to his next-of- 
kin, which Me (Mr. Croker) did: not want to 
occur, He prepared that from the instruc 
tions he got, and the secrips were now pro- 
duced. 

Replying to further gpestions, the witness 
said that he prepared two wills for Mr. 
Richard Croker, one dealing with the Ameri- 
can property and the other with the 
Irish property; and also two wills 
for Mrs. Croker. In a letter from 
Glencairn, in November, 1919, stating that 
they wished to make some additions to 
the will already made, giving a number of 
different bequests to stable boys and the em- 
ployés, and also bequests to institutions in 
America, including 100,000 dollars to the 
National Democratic Club of New York. 
Witness also stated that in May, 1921, im- 
mediately before Mr. and Mrs. Croker left, 
his manager (Mr. Cusack) had, by arrange- 
ment, taken instructions for the preparation 
of a codicil to the will of 12th October, 1919, 
in which witness’s name appeared as one of 
the beneficiaries. As the matter was regarded 
as urgent, the codicil was prepared, but he 
was not anxious that he should be made a 
beneficiary, as. he would be paid for his 
services in the usual way. The sum of 
£5,600 was bequeathed to witness under the 
codicil] for hia services, and a sum of £1,000 
to James Tarkin, described as an emp'ové. 

CONTENTS OF THE DEED BOXES. 

Further cross-examined, Mr. MacDonald 
said that he had an interview with Mrs. 
Croker’s American lawyer, to whom he gave 
a full statement of the case. He attended 
at the bank after Mr. Croker’s death. Mrs. 
Croker and the American lawyer were also 
there. Mrs. Croker went to her ówn. deed 
box there, and she produced two envelopes 
One was her own codicil. The American 
lawyer showed him that it was a copy, and 
not the original of her own codicil]. The seal 
of the other envelope seemed not to have 
been tampered with in any way, and when the 
envelope was opened the copy was im it, and 
not the original. The original was in it 
when he had parted with it. It was produced 
by Mrs. Croker from a box of her own in the 
bank. He did not think that the bank 
manager was present. 

Serjeant Snollivan—-You were asked to 
examine the thing to see that there was no 
deception. You open it. The original is gone 
and a copy is there? That is sa. 

Serjeant Han#a-—-One question. These 
codicils that all the talk has been about gave 
legacies to three servants and one to yourself?

Addressing the Glendalough and Kildare 
Diocesan’ Council at Christ Church Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday, i 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that the 
political’ upheaval of the past twelve months 
had worked grievous havoc—irreparable, he 
feared, in some r cts—in the two dioceses. 
He offered, in their name, sympathy to the 
Earl of Mayo on the destruction of Palmers- 
‘town, “that historic memorial of a 
distinguished career in the public servite,” 
and to the owners of, Mullaboden and Tinode 
in the parishes of Ballymore-Eustace and 
Blessington. . s 

The shafts of malice had been directed in a 

rticular degree against the little parish of 
Ball burley, where three stately homes lay in 
blackened ruins. A like fate had befallen 
{ Geashil Castle, and violence or intimidation 
had driven the unoffending owners from other 
homes close by. It was not for him to 
interpret an ambiguous Compensation Bill; 
but he trusted that equity would prevail so 
far as to make it possible for the victims to 
re-build, even if on a smaller scale, and to 
continue to make their homes in Ireland. 

The Archbishop expressed regret at the 
death, this month, of the Rev. Meredith 
Halligan, Incumbent of Derralossa Parish. 
He also referred to the deaths © 
Heighington, Donar; Mr. J. A. Hannon, 
Castledermot; Mr. k&. K. V. Kennedy and 
Mr. T. Plewman, Kill and Athy; and Mr.

: DUTIES OF NOMINATOBS. 


Referring to the duties of parochial 
nominators, the Archbishop said that he had 
been asked to define the theory of parochial 
nomination, to say whether a nomimator came 
as the. beater. of a mandate from 
those who elected him, _ or whether 
ho . was at. liberty to exercise his 
own choice. On this matter his view was that 
when a parish elected representatives it trusted 
them and relied upon their discretion to do the 
best for the interests of the parish that in 
the circumstances could be done, » Such men 
were absolutely free. They were not bound 
to consult their fellow-parishioners, and their 
procedure before they met at a board of 
nomination was within their own discretion. 
It not uncommonly happened, “however, that 
parochial ‘representatives. consulted - their 
fellow-parishioners, and, of course, they were 
free to do gó if they thonght fit. But by so 
doing they fettered their freedom of action. 

Men who came “with a mandate of á par- 
ticular name were not so valuable m council 
with the diocesan members of the board as 
those who came with open minds. 

Edmund Burke's view of the duties of a 
membér of Parliament might well be borne 
in mind by those who were to act.as parochial 
nominators—‘‘ While he should always con- 
sider. himself. as a trustee, he should. never 
suffer himself to shrink’ into a mere delegate, 
abdicating his independence of judgment and 
accepting binding instructions hea his con- 


stituents.”' 
§ MANY CHANGES. 

Alluding to the annual report of the Glenda- 
lough and Kildare Councils, His Grace said 
that many changes in the constitution of 
parishes were proposed by the Commission for 
the Union of Parishes. Some of those changes 
already had come into effect. It was inevit- 
able, he feared, that the effect of the special 
iegislation was to create a condition of eus- 
pense In many parishes which could not pro- 
vide the minimum stipend. 

The report showed that there were 52 
parishes, or districts, with 2,981 registered 
vestrymen, and an estimated church popula- 
tion of 11,505, with 98 churches and places 
licensed for Divine worship, served by 57 
clergymen, meluding five curates. There 
were 70 Sunday schools, with an average at- 
tendance of 872, and 58 day schools, with an 
average attendance of 1,130. The number: of 
Glebe houses was 49, and there were 636 
acres of.land attached, the rent payable by the 
cecupying incumbents being £723. - Stipends 
secured under the financial plan for incum- 
bents' amoumted -to £13,378: for curates, 
£468; from other sourees for incumbents, 
£4.551 for curates, £432.

M.P.’s TO COMBINE BUSINESS 
WITH PLEASURE. 


A Select Committee of the House of Com- 
mons is to go to the Derby. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday by Mr. H. 8. 
Cautley, the Chairman of the Committee 
which is hearing, evidence on the proposed 
duty on betting. He said that they proposed 
to attend the Epsom meeting to see how 
betting was carried on. 

The Earl of Jersey, Senior Steward of the 
Jockey Club, told the Committee yesterday 


that the only rule of racing bearing on 
betting lays down that the Stewards, to whom 
is entrusted the administrative powers of the 
club, take no cognisance of any disputes or 
claims with regard to bets.. But the rule 
adds that they will give effect to a report 
of default made to them hy the Committee 
of Tattersalls, which is the body that judges 
such matters and excludes defaulters from 
-‘racecourses under their control. 

It would be within the province of the 
Stewards of the Jockey Club to take action on 
their own account if any flagrantly dishonest 
or irregular form of betting on a racecourse 
were brought to their notice, 

The Jockey Club do their utmost to main- 
tain the highest standard of honesty in every 
respect on all courses within their jurisdic- 
tion. They recognise that they cannot ignore 
the existence of betting on racecourses, though 
their administrative duties are concerned with 
the good conduct of racing and not with bet- 
ting. 

Mr. Trevor Bigham, Assistant-Commissioner 
of the Metropolitan Police, quoted figures in- 
dicating the growth of betting in recent years. 
He did not think that they could stop ready 
money betting in some form or other. Metro- 
politan credit bookmakers numbered 800; 
street hookmakers were estimated at 950. Four

and. endéayoured to induce the employés to 
strike in sympathy with the agricultural 
labourers. In each case they were met with 
a. point-b.ank refusal. _The employés have 
been expelled from the Transport Union,,One 
employé, who had been out of work for three 
years in consequénce of a previous sttike, 
declared, that his. striking days were ayer, 
and that only on condition that. the. Trans- 
port. Onion .guaranteed him £2 5s. a week 
would be again go out from his work. 

The weekly butter market was held at Dun- 
hill on Wednesday. 
with butter for sale were confronted at Dun- 
hill chapel by a strong body of labourers, 
armed with sticks. The labourers tried .to 
turn the farmers’ carts back from the market. 
The farmers endeavoured to reach the market 
place, whereupon, it is alleged, the labourers 
attacked the horses, and beat them with sticks. 
During the melée one farmer was assaulted. 
A number of soldiers arrived and restored 
order. Five persons were arrested. 

SOLDIERS ESCORT CONVOY. 

On Wednesday evening a convoy of farmers’ 
ears from the Killea district, after getting 
s¢pplies in Waterford, was escorted home 
by mihtary. 

Farmers. from Portlaw district .report the 
levelling of several gates on farms belonging 
to members of their union, and also state that 
cattle have been driven at night on ploughed 
and cultivated lands. 

The farmers are maintaining a determined 
attitude, and the possibility of a. settlement 
appears to be remote. 

At.a tin 
was decided that no settlement should take 
place by any individual or hranch, except 
through the association.. A resolution was 
also passed pledging unstinted support to all 
merchants..and. shopkeepers. who continue. to 
supply their members: with necessaries during 
the -progress-of the strike. 

The strikers’ representatives astert that if 
a speedy settlement is not reached the result 
to the city will be very serious. At the Tran- 
sport offices yésterday the officials said that 
there is a possibility of the strike spreading 
to West Waterford. : 

COUNTY KILKENNY.

THE PROVOST’S ADDRESS 


T—— 


The funeral of the Right Rev. Maurice Day, 
D.D., Bishop of Clogher, took place to Dean's 
Grange yesterday morning from St. Matthias’s 
Parish Church, Adelaide road, Dublin, The 
Service at 11 o'clock was attended by a con- 
gregation which taxed the seating accommoda- 
tion of the church to the utmost. Included 
were many clergy from Dublin, Clo her, and 
other dioceses, and representative Churc n 
and residents of Dublin and district. The 
Service was simple but impressive. 

The officiating clergy were:—TIhe Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, the Provost of 
Trinity College, the Dean of St. 
Patrick's Cathedral, the Archdeacon of 
Clogher, Very Rev. James MacManaway, 
Canon Pratt, chaplain to the late bishop; 
Rev. T. W. E. Drury, chaplain to the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin ; the Rev. William Baillie, 
rector. and the Rev. N. L. Roberts, curate 
St. Matthias’s. 

The hymns sung were three favourites of 
the dead prelate: “Rock of Ages,” “The 
Saints of God,” and ‘‘ Abide with Me.” The 
music wag under the direction of Dr. T. F. 
Figgis, with Mr. Duff, Mus.B., presiding at 
the organ. The church choir, augmen b 
members of the choir of the Diocesan School 
for Girls, Adelaide road, sung the 90th Psalm. 
The Lesson, 1. Cor. xv., 20, was read by the 
Dean of St. Patrick’s. 

The chief mourners were:—The Bishop of 
Ossory. Colonel Day, Mr. Herbert T. Day 
and Miss Day (daughter). 


THE PROVOST’S ADDRESS. 


The Most Rev. the Provost of Trinity 
College delivered the funeral address. 

We have,” he said, ‘‘come here to give 
thanks for the long and saintly life of a good 
man, the oldest of our diocesan bishops, The 
Bishop of Clogher was well known in this 
church, where he served, first as curate—it 
is half a century ago—and afterwards as 
yeclor, before he was called away to Kilkenny 
and Clones. The pao of St. Matthias’s 

arish do not need to be reminded of “his 
afieclionate and zealous ministrations as their 

astor. That is well remembered still. But 
am privileged, as one who knew him for 
neariy lorty years, to recali to you some of the 
ualiiies which called forth the affection and 
espect of his friends. He had many friends. 
Ue had a genius for friendship. He would do 
anything for his friends, and it was very hard 

‘a iriend to refuse him anything when he 
had set his heart on it. 

‘Even those who knew him but a little 
must have realised the intense love the bisho 
had for lreland and for the Church of leolaad. 
lie was a truly patriotic Irishman, warm- 
hearted, as became his good Southern 
biood, always forward to promote the best 
interests of his country and of his Church. 
Sor it was his pride—his only pride, I think— 
io be a minister of the Church. He was ever 
euxious that she should make the best use of 

spiritual opportunities that were offered 
to her; that she should abound in God’s work, 
at home and abroad. 

Dr. Maurice Day was a large-hearted man. 
He was reckoned—and would have reckoned 
himself—among those who are described. by 
some who love such distinctions as an Evan- 
gelical Churchman, This he was, indeed, 
and in a very true sense, for his charitable 
spirit was inspired by the Gospel of his 
Master; but he was no party man. He was 
too great a gentleman for that. He disliked 
ontroversy about sacred things. and, whether 
as Rector, or Dean, or Bishop, he was always 
ready to see what was good and Christlike, 
even in those with whom he did not entirely 
agree. He was a large-hearted man, and 
that explains at once his interest in educa- 
tion, and his interest in foreign missions. He 
wished boys and girls to be well taught, so 
that they might see things, heavenly things 
and earthly things alike, in their true pro- 
portions. 

“He was a good friend of the Clergy 
Daughters’ School, the Diocesan School in 
this parish; and he served the whole Church 
of Ireland for a dozen years as Commissioner 
wt “National Education. And then the work 
of the Church abroad was very near his 
heart. His Christian sympathy was not 
limited-by narrow bounds. The command of 
the Gospel was—‘ Go into all the world’ And 
he looked far afield, because he habitually 
looked upward for inspiration and strength. 
The man that looks up will look far. 

"And this is best of all, and what we like 
best to think of now. It is not his kindliness 
or his zeal, or his indefatigable industry in 
the tasks of his episcopate that our thoughts 
turn to as we come to pay our last tribute 
to him to-day. For the abundance of his 
charity sprang from the assurance of faith. 
He knew in Whom he had believed; and he. 
helped others by that strong and unfaltering 
assurance more than he knew. 

“There is a description of the heavenly wis- 
dom in an old and half forgotten book, which 
‘ells of the qualities that it displays — 
Lenignus, humanus, stabilis, certus, in- 
eecurus, Our friend was all this. 

‘* Death came to him without warning, in 
the midst of his work; a grievous sorrow, 
indeed, to those near to him, to whom our 
hearts go out in sympathy. But such a death 
for him was blessed. He was not unpre- 
pared, and without pain or sadness he has 
entered as, we are sure, into rest. Into rest, 
and yet that is not enongh to say, nor is it 
the fulness of the Christian hope. Rather 
let us thank God that Maurice Day has 
entered into the joy of his Lord.”

Farmers have special privileges in regard to 
income tax, as in a prosperous year they 
have only to pay on their Government valua- 
tion—which may amount to but a fractional 
part of their profits—and in an unfavourable 
year they can furnish an account and pay only 
on actual profits, or, in case of a loss, pay no 
tax. 

Salaried persons are assessed in respect of 
their full earnings in every year, and, though 
they have been much more hardly hit than 
the farmers by the war time, no abatement 
is offered to them in the income tax arrears. 
Is there any reason why farmers should be

Among the utterances of Garcia which he 
quotes, the following occurs :—‘‘ The tremolo 
is an abomination. Never allow it to appear 
even for a moment in your voice. It blurs the 
tone and gives a false effect. Many French 
singers cultivate it, and I will tell you why. 
There had been at one time an eminent 
vocalist worshipped by the Parisian public. 
His voice was ‘beautiful in quality, faultless 
in intonation, and absolutely steady in emis- 
sion. . At last, however, he began to get old. 
With increasing years the voice began to 
shake. But he was a great artist. Realising 


| that’ the tremolo was a fault, but one which, 
‘alas! could not be avoided, he brought his 
i mind to bear upon the problem before him. 

| As a result, he adopted a style of song in 
| which he had to display throughout a very 


intense emotion. Since in life the voice 


' trembles at such moments, he was able to 
| hide his. failing in this way by a quality of 
| voice which appeared natural to the situation. 


The Parisians did not grasp the workings of 
his brain and the clever way in which he 
They only heard that 
in every song which he sang his voice trembled 
throughout. At once they concluded that, if 
so fine an effect could be obtained by him 
vith this trembling, it was evidently some- 
thing to be imitated. Hence the singers de- 
liberately began to cultivate a tremolo. The 
custom grew and grew until it became at last 
‘most a canon in French singing. 

The words of the famous Spanish teacher 
require no comment. Still they suggest one 
which may be offered. Can the tremolo or 
vibrato be such an entirely bad thing—“‘ an 
abomination ’’—if that great French artist 
found it so natural in some songs, so effective 
in everything he sang!—Yours, etc.,
